Many person* who eat ice cream think of it as ; 
frozen sweet cream direct from our daily farms, J 
flavored with pure fioiit flavoring extracts and a I 
food fit for babies and invalids. It may be and of- I 
ten is all of this, but far too often the cream is re- 
placed with homogenized butter and the flavoring 
is extract of cloves and a derivative of coal tar. 
This butter takes the sweet cream market of our 
farmers and sometimes comes from far New Zea- 
land. 

Senator Swift, thinking how sonnethmg practical could be dene 
'or the great da^ry district he represents, something thst would In- 
crease the p-ice of the product ol the dairy farm right here st home, 
stud ed the methods ol manufacture of Ice cream and the products 
composing it *na appealed te the leading manufacturers of the state 
to join with h<m m passing a new tee cresm law. 

The old law demands only eij^t per cent but- 
tt-rfat and the expeits said that eight per cent waif 
all the fat that the product would carr>'. Senator 
Swift found that .<;ome ice cream .whippet] into Illi- 
nr»is had iw high a.^ fourteen per cent .sweet cream 
fats and when his family had eaten this cream they 
would buy no other kind. He also found that the 
makers of this ic ecream sold it at the price of other 
ice creams and were making a good success of their 
business. 

Further investigation showed that the butter 
that was u.*ed in IllJnoifi ice cream was sometimes i^o 
rancid ;i.s to demand flavoring extractii .so strong 
that [luif fruit tlavoring would not destrov the ran- 
cid ta.>:te and .so extracts from cloves and coal tar 
flavorings had U> be u.sed. 

ffMisulting with the leading ice cream manu- 
facturers, Senator Swift ilrafled a bill calling for at 
least twelve per cent sweet cream fat content and 
pure fruit flavoring and pa.>^sed the bill through the 
•Senate May 11. IHl'T. The biO went to the HoiL.e on 
•May I_ and was referred tn the Committee on Ef- 
hciency and Economy, whose chairman felt ven' 
favorable to the bill and it looked as though it was 
going to be voted out of committee anri put on pas- 
sage.
